We are not destitute of statistics, which, if 
their interpretation could be amicably settled, 
wouldgo far towards deciding the matter. Ia the 
fourchcentury AM. there were 46,602 fsitlar re- 
gistercd, besides 1,809 Zomus. Juvenal inciden- 
tally mentions that in his time a house had cons. 
monly four storeys. Dy the same precious autho: 
rity weare tald that Romans in gencral occupied 
flats or lodgings ; it is gratifying to have the spe- 
cific assurance, but it wasscarcely needed, Gib- 
bon made out his total by reckoning six persons on 
every storey, Wventy-four toa house, This scems 
vastly toolow, The dasuie in poor quarters were 
thronged—— rookeries "in fact. The limited num. 
ber ofinhabited buildings whthin the vast space 
encircled by the walls of Rome shows how large 
they must have, been, And the 1,8¢9 domus, 
occtipied by uch people with their enormous 
houscholds, ave left out of Gibbon’s calculation 
altogether, Upon the whole, it scems probable 
that London is nnt more populous than old Rome. 
The quarsers outside the walls. are not reckoned 
in the Notitia Impet:i, and they were very large: 
One does not readhly think of another point in 
which our city iranscends the ancient capital of 
the world, barring railways, and gas, and such 
maiiers, , Our places of amusement—the whole 
of them together—do not-hold more than the 
Circus alone accommodated by the lowest 
estimate. Dionystus of Halicataassus put it at 
150,099; Pliny. at 260,¢°9; the Notitia Impeii at 
405,099; and we have different reckonings be- 
tween these limits. Ever our placcs of worship, 
with which the Archbishop is specially concerned, 
do not probably excecd the number of those in 
old Rome. | ae
